I ndianapolis, November 8th.—Probably no 
city in the Union ever witnessed such extraor­ 
dinary and outlandish scenes of enthusiasm and 
ehaortc but good-natured disorder as prevailed 
here this afternoon and to-night. Certainly the 
citizens of Indianapolis never before saw such a 
sight. The demonstration that occurred im­ 
mediately following the news of General Harri­ 
son's nomination sinks into insignificance com­ 
pared with the scenes of to-day and to-night. 
Throughout the day, whenever the rain ceased 
falling, the distant boom of cannon re echoed 
the enthusiasm of 10,000 Republicans. About 
four o’clock the rain, which had been pouring 
steadily for five hours, ceased, anil in an incred­ 
ibly short time, the streets were again swarming

Probably the most unique feature about the 
crowds was the way hats were marked with red 
and white chalk. On the backs of hundreds 
were the figures 544, the number of votes Gen­ 
eral Ilarrison received at Chicago. Others had, 
“ New York, 11,000,” chalked on tbelr backs, 
while every hat bore some letter or figure. In 
the new Denison Hotel and along the street 
were a half-dozen professional chatters doing a 
land-offica business. Dudish young men would 
submit to having tbeir garments artistically 
marked with all sorts of humorous characters. 
A device that afforded the throngs most 
amusement was a m iniature canoe four feet 
long carried through the streets hr lour men. 
W ithin the canoe sat a small, chubby figure, 
bearing a striking resemblance to a late candi­ 
date, holding the oars. Placards attached sug­ 
gested a trip un the mythical Salt river, while 
hundreds of men aud boys followed singing:

Hon. John J. Hull, h a l been usheied 
into the library. He said all they wanted was 
to tender their congratulations, and that no 
speech would be asked.

C o n g ra tu latio n s to G en eral

Indianapolis, November 8th.—General Har­ 
rison began tn receive congratulatory telegrams 
from New York and the East as early as 9 
o’clock on election night, when the first meager 
returns indicated his probable election. From 
that moment to the present writing telegrams 
and letters of congratulation have poured in 
upon him from every city in the Union. The 
table in his library is piled with hundreds of 
tiii.se telegrams, there being fully 5,000. So 
long as there was a shadow of doubt resting 
upon the result of the election, General Harri­ 
son was not disposed to permit the publication 
of any congratulatory communications. The 
labor of assorting the telegrams, which continue 
to arrive, was begun this evening.

various campaign committees have closed up 
their headquarters, with the exception of the 
Republican and Democratic National Executive 
Committees, aud they will probably be aban­ 
doned to-morrow. 
The National Democratic 
Committee now concedes, for the first time, the 
election of Harrison. 
They make this state­ 
ment: 
“ When the National Democratic Committee 
claimed the State of New York on Tuesday by 
10.000 to 15,000 majority, the figures of the re­ 
turns then received fully justified that estimate. 
Reports lrom New York city aud lrom large 
communities in the interior of the-State showed 
Democratic gains, and the first reports from 
Brooklyn were to the effect that the majority 
there was 19,000. The telegraph wires-were 
very much crowded, and the transmission oí the 
committee’s bulletin to the West was consider­ 
ably delayed. There is evidently a misappre­ 
hension in some parts ot the West as to the time 
the dispatch was sent.” 
The particular dispatch referred to was the 
one received in the West claiming New York by 
10.000 to 15,000 majority. When the dispatch 
arrived out there it was wholly at variance with 
the returns from this State. The Democratic 
Committee sav it was not inteuded to deceive 
anyone, and that at the hour it was written the 
bulletins of some New York papers were giving 
the State to Cleve and by 18,000 plurality. 
On the strength of that dispatch thousands Of 
Democrats on the Pacific Coast and in the 
western Stales put up their money on Cleve­ 
land s election and o» course lost.

Color 
is given to the story by the fact that the Can­ 
vassing Board in Campbell countv is Republi­ 
can.

Indianapolis, November 8th.—It is the gen­ 
eral opinian that the perforating of the sneets 
on which the Carlisle tickets were printed, in­ 
stead of cutting the tickets apart, does not show 
iutention to m ark them so that they might be 
distinguished as the voter handed them to the 
Judge. At all events, if all the tickets thus 
technically marked were thrown out, it would 
not be likely to elect Carlisle’s opponent.

Republic as follows: 
Malaria, so called, is 
a delusion. 
The word malaria means had 
air. 
The diseases that are attributed to 
this cause are frequently common in dis­ 
tricts where there is no stagnant water or 
anything else to taint the atmosphere. 
It 
will be remetuliered that during the au­ 
tumn of 1881 there was an unusual number 
of people who were attacked by these dis­ 
eases in Southwestern and Western-central 
Missouri and also Eastern Kansas, when 
there had been no rains of any consequence 
for months, and that, too, in districts far 
removed from decomposing water or any 
other substance. 
1 he cause or causes of 
these diseases were surely not in the air, 
consequently should not he attributed to 
malaria. 
It is more probable that during 
the dry, hot weather of summer the heat 
that is radiated and the electricity that is 
generated by the sun have an enervating 
influence on the system—that from the 
nerve centers this influence reaches the 
muscular system, principally through the 
pneumogastric nerve, and the stomach be­ 
ing the most delicate and intricate of al­ 
most any of the involuntary muscles, is 
the principal sufferer fromsuclt enervating 
influence. 
Indigestion follows as a symp­ 
tom, and an increase of bile brings what 
is called biliousness and malaria. 
I hope my medical friends, and I claim 
many as such, will pardon the presump­ 
tion on my part of the discussion of a sub­ 
ject that comes more within their prov­ 
ince 
than 
that of 
mine, 
lint this 
conclusion has been forced from observa­ 
tions that reach over a period of many 
years as a surveyor in the West. 
I have 
observed that there were more cases of 
sickness of this kind during, or imme­ 
diately after, the season in which there 
were the greatest number of electric show­ 
ers or electric disturbances as shown by 
the surveyor’s instruments. 
I conclude, 
then, that heat and electricity are the 
prime causes of “ malaria,” and that they 
weaken the stomach, anti, in a large ma­ 
jority of case», produce the diseases usually 
attributed to this cause. 
I give the thoughtto the profession with 
the hope that it will offend none.

Still another German astronomer pro­ 
pounds an explanation of the aurora and 
zodiacal light. 
According to this theory, 
the sun’s rays, falling on the earth, are 
variously reflected as they fall vertically or 
at an angle more or less obtuse, and, the 
earth being conceived as a large mirror, 
many of the obliquely incident rays will 
be reflected t*> a part of the celestial vault 
on the night side of the earth. 
The zodia­ 
cal light he ascribes to the irregular rcllec 
tion of the sunlight from water, and simi­ 
larly the vast fields of ice in the polar 
regions, lie considers, may be regarded as 
as an imperfect mirror, irregularly reflect­ 
ing the incident light. 
The rays which 
fall most obliquely are the most abundantly 
reflected, and, as the quantity of reflected 
light increases with the angle of incidence, 
it may be seen how the reflected sunlight 
illuminates in the highest degree the night 
skies of the region nearest the pole, aud, 
further, the great similarity of the incipi­ 
ent light of the aurora is explained thus, 
the latter being also sunlight reflected. 
As to the idea that the point of origin 
of ftie aurora is indicated by the direction 
of the magnetic needle, it is claimed, 
rather, that a line drawn from the sun at 
right angles to the horizon and prolonged 
would be the middle line of the phenom­ 
enon. 
A recent scientific writer refers to the 
many attempts which have been made to 
fix the hight of the aurora borealis, the 
various calculations presenting a discour­ 
agingly wide range of estimates. 
A t times 
the aurora seems to rest upon the earth, at 
other times it has been estimated at two 
or even three hundred miles high. 
Later 
and more careful experiments "with im­ 
proved instruments render it quite certain 
that thirty-eight miles Is probably the 
hight at which the most brilliant auroras 
take place ; that a pale and faint glow mav 
possibly be produced as high even as 
eighty-two miles, but that no aurora dis­ 
charge is possible at a hight of 124 miles. 
— Scientific Pros.

SUCCESS OF THE PRECINCT REGISTRY 
SYSTEM. 
When the R ecok d-UNION advocated 
the adoj<ion of precinct registers for the 
voting districts of this city the proposition 
met with bitter opposition. It was said 
that hundreds of men would be practically 
disfranchised; that in case of removals 
gross injustice would be done, and that 
mistakes in the record of residences would 
work grievous hardships. The opjiosition 
to the precinct registry system grew into 
bitterness, and it was openly charged that 
the scheme was projected to defeat the 
honest and full expression of the will of 
the people; and this, too, in the face of 
the distinct statement hv the friends of the 
scheme and the R ecok d U k io n that its 
purpose was to defeat fraud, to render eor 
ruption difficult, and to make honest elec­ 
tions possible. 
Rut the plan as provided by the law was 
adopted, and the registers were made, 
they were not free from error; on a first at­ 
tempt to introduce them perfection was 
scarcely to be expected. Indeed, the Board 
of Supervisors in anticipation of errors or­ 
dered only as many registers printed as 
would serve for the recent election, and it 
may here he added that the Board acted, 
in ordering the system at all, In the face 
of opposition front certain official us well 
as other quarters. 
Now, what has been the outcome of the 
adoption of the system? Instead of the 
vote being reduced, and havoc being played 
with the rights of men, Sacramento’s vote 
was absolutely increased. 
There were 
registered in the city 6,SUP voters, of these 
COOt! came lo the polls and cast their 
ballots, 
leaving 863 
who 
did not 
vote 
for 
reasons, 
such 
as 
in­ 
difference, 
sickness, 
removal 
from 
the city, unavoidable absence or settled de­ 
termination not to vote, and to which 
number should be added the deaths since 
registration closed. In former years the 
percentage of registered voters not voting 
has at general elections ranged from 15 to 
17 per cent. In this case the per cent, not 
voting was but a little over eleven, or from 
4 to G per cent, less than ever before. The 
city, therefore, under the new system, cast 
the largest vote in her history, and the 
largest per cent, of registered voters voted, 
ever known. 
It is probable that some few men were 
shut out, but it is perfectly safe to say that 
in nine cases out of ten the fault was theirs 
alone, and is not chargeable to the precinct 
system. As against the few who were de­ 
prived of their vote by errors or their own 
blameworthiness, it is a fact that a great 
deal of fraudulent voting was prevented, 
and that repeaters and vote thieves found 
their occupation gone. Before another 
general election the precinct registers will 
of course be made exact, the voting pre­ 
cincts will be brought down to the maxi­ 
mum figure required by the law, and thus 
the registers will be relieved in some pre­ 
cincts of three hundred and upwards of 
names, and the rapid counting of the votes 
greatly facilitated. 
During the rather acrimonious debate 
precedent to the adoption of the system 
the R ecord-U nio n , for insistence upon its 
advocacy, was roundly abused. We said 
then that this journal was willing to take 
the risk of rnisjudgment, so confident was 
it that the purpose and scheme of the law 
were Wise. The outcome has justified 
that 
judgment 
in 
every 
particu­ 
lar. 
Many 
of 
the 
most 
earn­ 
est and 
persistent opponents of the 
plan now come forward and frankly admit 
that it worked admirably, and that it was 
preventive of fraud and conserved honest 
voting. Party workers declare that it 
saved them a world of trouble and en­ 
abled them, by checking off names as they 
were voted, to ascertain precisely who had 
not voted up to a given hour, and thus 
gave opportunity to hunt up the negligent 
and bring them to the polls. Unquestion­ 
ably the very large vote cast on Tuesday 
is in great part to be credited to this fact. 
Now that the system has !>eeu tried and 
pronounced a complete success, and that, 
too, in the face of an opposition to it that 
was almost unpardonably bitter and un­ 
reasonable, and that proceeded from quar­ 
ters where it should have had friends; now 
that it has proved its great usefulness in 
checking fraud and conserving the sacred­ 
ness of the ballot, let the Registers be 
overhauled with great care and after full 
notice, all errors corrected, the election 
districts reduced as stated, and at the next 
election where the precinct registers are 
used it will be found that whoever raises a 
voice against the system will be looked 
upon by the community as opposed to it 
simply because such person does not de­ 
sire a fair election, but does favor fraud 
and repeating. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 
We shall now have an opportunity of seeing 
what degree of sincerity there was in the Ke- 
S 
ublicah professions a hoot civil service reform, 
uring the campaign just closed the Adminis­ 
tration was violently assailed on account of al­ 
leged recreancy to the principles laid down bv 
Mr. Cleveland at the outset ol his Presidential 
career —S. F. Alta. 
Yes, we certainly shall have full oppor­ 
tunity of judging during the next four 
years of the sincerity of the Republican 
party as a declared friend of civil service 
reform. If it fails to prove it, it will be 
visited by the just condemnation of the 
people. But we do not believe that it will 
fail. The party is as solemnly pledged to 
the reform as it is possible to bind any po­ 
litical organization; the new President 
has given in his adhesion to it with calm­ 
ness and sincerity. He was a friend aud 
advocate of the reform long prior to his 
entertaining any ambition to become the 
chief minístrate of the nation. There is, 
therefore, every reason to expect the new 
Administration to be more than the passive 
friend of the reform of the civil service. 
The danger to the liberties of tiie people 
in the diversion of Federal patronage to 
forward party ends is undeniable; the in­ 
jury to public business conducted under a 
system that holus subordinates in office 
accountable first to party bosses, is positive. 
Both these evils must be reduced to the 
lowest possible minimum, and service in 
place made dependent upon faithfulness 
and ability, and not be put at the mercy 
of political autocrats. The Republican 
party has always proved equal to any na- 


THE BURIAL OF THE MUGWUMF. 
The Mugwump of the East can find no 
comfort in the result of the election. It 
buries him deeper than the volcanic ash 
interred the citizens of Pompeii. The 
Mugwump supported Mr. Cleveland and 
his policy, and both are snowed under. 
He labored for the election of W arner 
Miller, who Is unfortunately beaten. He 
desired and advocated the election of 
Mayor Hewitt, but that gentleman was 
defeated. He fought the Republican party 
with bitte rness, and it is triumphant. He 
exerted himself to defeat General Harri­ 
son. but that candidate is chosen by the 
people to be President of the United 
States. He trained with the South in its 
solid opposition to the Republican party, 
and finds that an almost solid North li:ts 
condemned his judgment. 
There is no 
further place in political history for the 
Mugwump, as we now know him. 


I t lo o k s now as if political calculations 
in this State must be ba:cd upon a ground­ 
work that places San Francisco, with its 
bondage to bossism, upon the Democratic 
side, in opposition to the Republican 
strength of Alameda, Los Angeles and 
Sacramento counties; the other counties 
of the State dividing political strength 
about evenly, with a slight tendency to a 
Democratic majority after a final balance 
is struck. The next Legislature will prob­ 
ably be Republican, and if so, one of its 
duties should be to legislate so far as is 
wisely possible, to augment the odiousness 
of bossism, and break down all the strong­ 
holds it has under the law, and they are 
not a few, in the shape of Commissions 
and side Legislatures and patronage boards 
that find San Francisco a fruitful field. 
The legislators from the country will, we 
believe, be found ready to second any effort 
of the people of San Francisco to rid 
themselves of the heavy hand of the boss, 
and to bring the administration of the 
local goverment so close to the people that 
they will he able to dispense with political 
dictators, It :s a herculean task, but those 
who believe it possible of accomplishment 
are not few.

T h e San I rancisco Examiner, with 
effrontery that would make a marble image 
blush, congratulates itself that, so far as it 
was concerned, the late campaign was 
cleanly, and adds that whatever mud was 
thrown came from the Republican press, 
and not from the Examiner's hands. Here 
is coolness that amounts to frigidity. Can 
the Examiner point to a solitary personal 
assault that was made by the reputable 
independent press upon Mr. Cleveland or 
his family? Can it put its finger upon a 
statement made concerning Mr. Cleveland 
reflecting upon his honor, honesty or per­ 
sonal conduct? Can it specify any allega­ 
tion made in the interest of General H ar­ 
rison not founded on truth, or that was at 
all comparable to the “ dollar-a-day ” lie 
and labor strike libel promulgated by falsi­ 
fiers under the patronage of Democratic 
managers ? W hen the San Francisco Ex­ 
aminer prates of campaign cleanliness and 
pharisaically elevates its palms in protes­ 
tation of its freedom from cause for re­ 
proach, it is time to ask if there is, indeed, 
any lim it possible to journalistic men­ 
dacity. 
E x p e rie n c e proves that the opening of 
the polls at so early an hour as 6 o’clock is 
not in the interest of honest elections. At 
that hour comparatively few people are 
present at the polling-plaees, and the op­ 
portunity therefore presents for the perpe­ 
tration of frauds that would he very much 
more diflicultof accomplishment iaterin the 
day. W ith our election precincts circum­ 
scribed so as to embrace but three hundred 
and fifty voters, the necessity for the longer 
voting period does not exist. It will give 
ample opportunity for all honest voting if 
the polls are not opened until 8 o’clock 
a. m., and remain open until an hour after 
working hours. There is scarcely any 
doubt but that gross frauds were perpe­ 
trated in the election in Han Francisco, 
and tiiat the opportunity for stuffing the 
boxes is greatest there in the early morn­ 
ing hour, just as it is anywhere. It is not 
desirable to do much patch-work upon our 
election laws, but where it is clear that im­ 
provement can be made, there should be 
no hesitancy about effecting it. 


In the planning for the school election 
in this city, four weeks hence, and which 
already engages the attention of local pol­ 
iticians, let not the demand of the people 
for a change in the composition of educa­ 
tional Boards lie ignored. It is eminently 
right and proper, a matter of simple 
justice, that (he women of this city he 
given representation by two of their sex 
upon the Board of Education.

Flag of the free, heart’s hope and home, 
By angel hands to valor given, 
Thy stars have lit the welkin dome, 
And all thy hues were born in heaven. 
Forever flout that standard sheet! 
Where breathes the foe but falls before us, 
With Fret.-S'ill's soil beneath our feet, 
And Ben Harrison presiding o'er us. 
Great is the rejoicing in Sacramento over 
the recent tidal wave that has swept across 
the continent, and elected Benjamin Harri­ 
son President. Ever since the news began 
to come in Tuesday night from the East in­ 
dicating that the people throughout the 
North repudiated the Democracy and their 
free-trade principles, there has been a grand 
jubilee in this city, and fur that matter 
throughout the 
Union. 
Men have 
quit their employment to congratulate 
their neighbors upon the success of the 
party of protection to Americans and home 
industries. In order to give every one an 
opportunity to lend a helping hand in 
m iking the welkin ring a meeting was 
c.ilied at the Court-house last evening to 
arrange for a ratification meeting. 
The Court-room was crowded at an early 
hour and many who could not gain ad­ 
mission hung around in the hallways and 
on the front steps to await the act of those 
inside. 
W. A. Anderson called the meeting to 
order and General A. I.. Hart was unani­ 
mously chosen Chairman. J. N. Larkin 
was elected Secretary. 
In assuming the duties of the chair Gen­ 
eral Hart said it was the proper caper to 
have a jubilee, to rejoice in the success of 
the party of progress aud protection, and to 
congratulate one another on the fact that 
the Republican party was once more placed 
at the helm of the ship of stale, and that 
henceforward that vessel would sail under 
Republican captains with Republican 
mates aud a crew that thought more of 
America than they did of England. In 
other words they were to celebrate the 
downfall of Llemocraey and properly attend 
to the obsequies of Grover Cleveland, who 
would bewiappedina bandana handkerchief 
lor a winding sheet and laid away lurever, 
“where the wicked cease from troubling, 
and the weary are at rest.” He said Re­ 
publicans could rejoice over the fact that 
they had elected the greatest man who had 
ever aspired to the Presidency, the Hon. 
Benjamin Harrison, of Indiana. [Cheers.] 
During the campaign Benjamin Harrison 
had made many speeches all of which 
would be an honor to any man who had 
ever ranked in the list of American states­ 
men. Daniel Webster never uttered more 
patriotic speeches, never more fully repre­ 
sented American principles, was not a 
greater man than Benjamin Harrison. 
[Applause.] None of tni3 audience will 
ever live to he old enough to see another 
Democratic President elected in this nation. 
[Cheers.] The Republican Congress elected 
on Tuesday will admit some of the North­ 
ern territories iuto the Union, more stars 
will be added to the constellation on our 
national tlag ana in the next Presidential 
campaign we can give them New York, 
Connecticut. New Jersey and Indiana and 
the solid South, and then wipe them out as 
completely as we did in the btttle last 
Tuesday. [Applause and cheers.] 
W. A. A nderson moved that a celebra­ 
tion be had in this city on Tuesday evening 
next. 
Captain J. D. Young moved to amend by­ 
making it to-night. 
Mr. Anderson thought all the clubs 
could not be ready to parade on so short a 
notice and spoke in favor of his motion. 
Captain Young made a vigorous speech 
in favor of his amendment. He did not 
care for the “ pretty ” of the affair, but lie 
wanted all the whoop-up and enthusiasm 
that could be obtained, and much of it 
would be lost by delay. The people are 
full of it. They are ready to howl to-night, 
and there should be no delay. Let it be a 
case of spontaneous combustion. Let us 
howl and ring the bells, bum fireworks 
and powder, bring out our anvils and 
cannon and whoop her up while we are in­ 
toxicated with enthusiasm. We are ready 
to explode and let the fuse be fired, and let 
the whole matter go up ; “bust ’ right now. 
San Francisco has already burnt tier pow­ 
der and yelled her yell. ’Los Angeles has 
had her jubilee and painted ’er red, and let 
Sacramento have her howl while we are at 
a fever heat. Strike while the iron is hot. 
Let’s don’t care for formalities, but go in 
for a big time, a grand whoop-up, without 
any cer ruiny and without any delay. 
The Captain’s remarks were treijueutly 
applauded. 
F. D. Ryan spoke in favor of Captain 
Young's amendment. 
By Tuesday the 
Republicans would loose "much of their 
political enthusiasm. The Democrats are 
expecting it, they are waiting for it, and it 
would be wrong to disappoint them. Let 
us get up and howl, as the Captain sug­ 
gests. 
George A. Blanchard also favored the 
amendment and made a spirited address. 
Mr. Anderson withdrew his motion and 
the amendment was then carried amidst 
cheers. 
A mechanic from the railroad shops 
said he was glad the amendment was car­ 
ried. He was working alongside of a num­ 
ber of Democrats who bad been laughing 
at him for weeks. The tables were now 
turned. The laugh was on the other side, 
and he wanted to get even by whooping 
her up as soon as possible. 
C. H. Hubbard was unanimously elected 
Grand Marshal. 
It was suggested that some three or four 
hundred dollars would he necessary to 
defray “funeral expenses.” 
Grove L. Johnson suggested that they 
take up a collection on the spot. This was 
done. »nd a Blaine hat was passed around 
and $120 collected. 
Clinton White said there was some $50 
in the hands of J. O. Coleman that bad 
been collected to defray the expenses of the 
Chico young ladies who were to have at­ 
tended the late jubilee, but failed to attend 
He thought that money should be used 
for “ funeral expenses,” and it would be 
turned over. 
In that connection the following note 
was handed in to ibis office last evening : 
“ Notice has been heretofore given that 
those who contributed to the special fund 
for having the Yeung Ladies’ Republican 
Club of Chico attend the grand rally held 
in this city on the 31st ultimo, could se­ 
cure the return of their contributions by 
calling upon J. O. Coleman, at his office on 
J street. So much of the fund as shall not 
be called for by 10 a. m. to day will be re­ 
garded as donated lor expenses of the 
ratification meeting to be beid tonight, 
and be so applied.”

The Chair on motion appointed the fol­ 
lowing as a Committee on Finance: 
First Ward—Alex. Anderson and W. H. 
Sherburn. 
•Second Ward—J. D. Young and Robert 
T. Devlin. 
Third Ward—E. I. Robinson and John 
B.irrett. 
Fourth Ward—John Funston and Max 
Horiilein. 
A. L. Frost was unanimously chosen as 
Treasurer. 
On motion of John Barrett the Grand 
Marshal, Treasurer and FinauceComiuittee 
were given full power to act in ail matters 
to arrange for music, fire works, securing 
hearse, hiring mourners, etc. It was sug­ 
gested that they only purchase red lights as 
the blues belonged lo the benighted 
Democracy. 
At it o’clock the Record-1 'n io n sent in a 
bulletin stating that West Virginia iiad 
gone Republican. Tnis raised the meeting 
to the highest pitch of enthusiasm. 
General Hart suggested that they march 
to the office of the R ecord-U nión and give 
its editots three cheers lor their efforts in 
behalf of Harrison and protection. The 
suggestion was immediately taken up, 
General Hart elected Marshal with Dr.’

They then marched on 
down K. stiwi. the line rapidly gaining in 
numb-rs, shouting at every step,while the 
buildings n each aideof the street emptied 
their inmates iiimn lhe sidewalk. 
In front of Judge Beatty's office, in the 
Metr »poiit«n building, flit* fine stopped 
.and gave ihe Judge rousing thceis, and 


then moved on to Third street, halting in 
irout of the R ecord U nion office. By this 
time the crowd had grown to fully 2 500 
people, and the cheer they sent up for the 
R ecord-U nion was so loud that it could • 
be heard far out in the suburbs. Cheers ¡ 
were also given for Harrison and Morton, 
all the Republican nominees, for protec­ 
tion, etc. They cheered for fully ten min­ 
utes.Loud calls were made for Judge Denson, 
who mounted the steps in front of the 
R ecord-Union office and made a short and 
spirited address. 
General H art was also called out, and 
made one of his characteristic, fiery, elo­ 
quent and forcible speeches. He said the 
Democratic party was a thing of the past. 
We would not again have to face it upon 
the battlefield nor fear it in a political cam­ 
paign. It was a dead carcass and must be 
put out of sight. Let us bury it head down­ 
wards, so that in case of a resurrection it 
will come out in China. 
E. C. Hart an-J others made short ad­ 
dresses'. Several special dispatches to the 
R ecord-U nion, showing large Republican 
gains throughout the county, were read, 
aud the crowd dispersed.

“ H a r m le s s ” A d u lte r a tio n . 
We object to “harmless” in this connec­ 
tion. Its use this way tends to belittle 
the evils of adulteration. The prime ob­ 
ject of adulterating food never was to kill 
the consumer, but to cheat him, and it is 
not therefore a proper treatment of the 
subject to talk as if the main question was 
disposed of hv stating that most present 
adulterations are harmless. The evil of 
adulteration at the present time is what 
has always been the principal evil of it 
—fraud on the buyer and moral delin­ 
quency in the seller or compounder. The 
man who really opposes adulterations is 
opposed to the harmless kind about as 
earnestly as if that adjective had never 
been used to suggest that there wasn’t 
much need of worrying now since the 
adulterator was no longer in collusion with 
the undertaker. The true friend of pure 
food sometimes makes it manifest that he 
is unfriendly toward the maker of impure 
food. 
H e is not chiefly distinguished for 
finding lault with plans to stop that kind 
of fraud and for stating that most of it is 
harmless. 
There is no harmless adulteration. 
I t 
all aims to cheat the consumer, and it is 
all indicative of moral unhealtli in the 
doer of it. 
The adulterator should have 
no such support as comes from calling his 
work harmless, though meant so only iu 
one sense of the word. He is “a thief and 
a robber,” and lie ought never to be al­ 
lowed to forget it, and to suppose that any 
good citizens think of him in any other 
way.—St. Louis Grocer.

Tl»o Y e a r’s A s tro n o m ic a l P ro g re s s . 
Professor Jo h n li. Rees, Director of the 
Columbia College Observatory, last even­ 
ing read a very interesting paper before the 
New York Academy of Sciences on “Astro­ 
nomical Progress and Phenomena for the 
Year October 1, 1887, to October 1, 1888.” 
His paper covered the whole field of 
astronomical research. Of comets he said 
five had appeared during the oast year. 
Among them was “Enoke’s Comet,” which 
made its twenty-fifth known reappearance. 
This comet is supposed to be gradually 
approaching the sun, into which it will 
finally fall. 
The last comet seen this year was that 
discovered by Professor E. E. Barnard, of 
the Lick Observatory, on September 2d. 
Professor Barnard and Professor Brooks, of 
Rochester, are the two most indefatigable 
searchers for comets now living. 
During 
the last seven years each has discovered 
ten comets. They have received during 
this period §2,700 in prizes. 
As an illustration as to how during the 
past fifty years searching for comets has 
increased, Professor Rees stated that be­ 
tween the years 1827 and 1836 fourteen 
comets were discovered, while between 
1877 and 188S there were forty-nine of 
tiiese wanderers through space found. 
The Professor said one of the chief 
things now needed by astronomers was a 
clock so arranged that it would keep the 
orifice of the telescope during a period of 
an hour or more pointed exactly at the 
same part of the heavens, turning the 
telescope automatically as the earth turned 
on its axis. 
Professor Bees also spoke of 
the aid that photography was now bring­ 
ing to astronomy, allowing the observer to 
take exact pictures of stars, from which 
afterward could be deduced most valuable 
measurements and conclusions. 
In speaking of the asteroids he men­ 
tioned the discovery and rediscovery dur­ 
ing the past year of several of these inter­ 
esting little planets, the whole volume of 
seventy of the largest of which equals only 
1-7800 part of the volume of the earth. 
Altogether they number hundreds of all 
sizes. The Professor further stated that 
one of the most recently discovered of these 
planets kad just been named in honor of 
the daughter of a well-known scientist.— 
-V. Y. Sun.
